Maine, both able and forceful debat- 
ers.! 
How far the Republican disaf-

said, was to abolish the smaller pack- 
,ages of beer, or sixth and one-eighth 
barrels. The bill, he said, was asked 
for I by the brewery interests of 
the 


country. It would in uo wise affect the 
revenue. 


Mr. Fletcher 
(Minn.) 
offered 
an 


amendment providing that the bill shall 
not| go Into effect until July 1, 1900. 
The amendment was agreed to. 


Mr. Sulzer said he favored the bill, 


but] that it was merely a sop to the 
brewers. What they really wanted 
was the abolition of the war taxes. He 
thought the war revenue laws should 
be repealed. The Republicans, he said, 
had promised to do that when the war 
was over, but they had made no move 
in that direction. He challenged the 
leaders on the other side to say when 
they proposed to repeal that law which 
is used to pile up money In the treasury 
to be loaned without interest to pet na- 
tional banks.

MR. PAYNE OPENS DEBATE. 


Mr. Payne, in charge of the bill, open- 


ed the debate with an argument in sup- 
port of the measure. After an elo- 
quent introduction, Mr. Payne said: 


"But our constitutional power is 


questioned. It Is now universally con- 
ceded that we have the power to ac- 
quire territory by conquest or by trea- 
ty. I find no limit in the Constitution 
to this power. 
"In respect to Puerto Rico, we are 


not hampered by treaty stipulations or 
by act ot Congress. There has been no 
law extending the Constitution 
over 


the island. In this it differs from the 
status of every formerly acquired terri- 
tory. We have absolute power. This 
was claimed in the debate on the Louis- 
iana case and this contention prevailed. 


"But now opposition speakers say 


this is imperialism. You are but re- 
echoing the cry of the opposition of a 
hundred years ago. Still, the majority 
moved on and the American people ap- 
proved their course. The territory of 
Louisiana in the plenary powers given 
to the President survived and flourish- 
ed until 1812, when part of it was or- 
ganized into the territory of Missouri 
with a legislature at their 
date day 


composed of a legislative conncil ap- 
pointed by the President, and an assem- 
bly elected by the people. Here again 
we had imperialism, but 
the fathers 


wisly waited until this people were fit 
for self government 
before they ex- 


tnded the limitations and privileges of 
the Constitution to them. 


"As for the people of Puerto Rico, I 


would move as fast as their own good 
will warrants. Pass this bill which even 
the gentleman 
from 
Massachusetts 


(McCall) admits is a well 
rendered 


measure from a fiscal standpoint, and 
give them better markets and abund- 
ant rever.ue. Do not tie down their des- 
tinies to the whim ot 90 per cent, il- 
literate, or to the caprice of the 10 
per cent, of the educated, who 
have 


known no government except the Span- 
ish misrule. Keep them all in leading 
strings until you have educatd them 
up to tbe full stature of American 
citizenship. In the meantime give them 
all the rights accorded to our own peo- 
ple under the Constitution consistent 
with their best interests and happiness. 


"What shall we do with the Philip- 


pines? 


"First, stamp out Insurrection and 


restore law and order. Then investigate 
and legislate with caution, always re- 
membering their welfare and our own. 
If in the meantime the supreme court 
should declare that your interpretation 
of the Constitution is right, which I 
do not for a minute believe, then our 
tnpk will be fraught with the greatest 
difficulty. 


"Uut I believe that American states- 


manship will in that event.work out 
th problem to the elevation of the Phll- 


i inpines and the glory of our country. 


If we prove to be right in our conten- 
tion our task will be far easier. It will 
be safe to trust the American people 
and their representatives. . We will 
taeh them the principles of the Amer- 
ican Constitution. In the meantime we 
will not ourselves forget those princi- 
ples in our dealings with them. Our 
constant aim shall be to. elevate tnem 
whether we incorporate them finally in- 
to our svstem 
or 
send them forth 


among thn nations of the world, we 
will vouchsafe to them the blessings of 
liberty. Wherever our flag goes UD it 
shall not come down 
without first 


having guaranteed under Its folds the 
blessings of civilization, of liberty and 
of sovereign citizenship."

THE MEASURE OPPOSED. 


Mr. Richardson of 
Tennessee, the 


leader of the minority, made the open- 
ing speech in opposition to the measure. 


"I am not an alarmist," said he, but 


in my judgment the pending'bill 
is 


more dangerous to the liberties of the 
people of this republic than any mas- 
ure before seriously presented to the 
American Congrss. It will prove more 
far reaching in its provisions and dis- 
astrous in its results that must of nec- 
essity follow if it should be enacted in- 
to law, than any act ever passed by 
Congress. The bill is framed upon the 
assumption that Congress eaters on the 
government of Porto Rico unrestrained 
by the provisions of the Constitution. 
This we deny. Those of us who oppose 
this measure, I believe, without excep- 
tion maintain that the bill cannot be 
enacted into a law without a total dis- 
regard and violation of not simply the 
spirit but the express 
letter of the 


Constitution. The Louisiana territory, 
Florida, Texas, California New Mexico, 
Oregon, and Alaska, have all been ac- 
quired under our Constitution without 
a Jar or strain to any of its wise and 
beneficient provisions and without any 
demand for its amendment. Every foot 
of this vast domain was acquired and 
annexed under Democratic presidents. 
The Democratic party has always fa- 
vored proper expansionAThls is not a 
measure of expansion. ' Whether the 
constitution of the United 
States is 


extended to Puerto Rico ex proprio vi- 
gore or not, it must be admitted that 
legislation by Congress for the island 
at once makes It a part of the United 
States. This being true, the proposition 
which this bill carries for unequal tax- 
ation of the island as a portion of the 
United States Is the baldest form of 
imperialism. In the former acquisitions 
to which I have referred no.such meas- 
ure as the pending one was ever pro- 
posd or deemed necessary. This effort 
threfore, clearly marks the 
dividing 


line between all former 
acquisitions 


and that of Porto Rico, if it be con- 
ceded that the enactment of the pro- 
posed bill Into law is required. 


"Can we not.i In conformity to former 
rules and regulations and laws whi(fc 
controlled us In 
annexation of terri- 


tory do so now without violating our 
organic law. If not, the argument to 
my mind is strong and perhaps unan- 
swerable that such annexations should 
be made. They will cost us more If 
this be necessary than they can ever 
be worth. 


"This Is a tax measure. All taxes are 


burdens to he borne. They are borrra 
without murmur 
and 
without com- 


plaint if they are only equal and uni- 
form In their burden. 


"The wisest clause In our Constitu- 


tion, perhaps. Is that one which, de- 
clares that all taxes shall: be uniform; 
throughout the United States. 
When 


they are, uneqnsl tbe complaints will 
be long and loud and will eventually,

Terrible Experience of Crew of tha Na- 


than H le in the Storm of Saturday 


And Sunday. 


The tug Nathan Hale, Capt. H. W. 


Stevens, of the Thames Towhoat com- 
pany, arrived here today and reported 
that the harge Oaklands, coal laden, 
and consigned to the Pomeroy 
Coal 


company of Providence, H. I., had gone 
down off the Jersey coast in the re- 
cent storm, four men on the barge per- 
ishing. 
The Nathan Hale docked at 


Jersey City this afternoon. Capt. Stev- 
ens reported to the local office of the 
Thames Towboat company the loss of 
the Oaklands with all on board. 
He 


telephoned that he was exhausted, hav- 
ing been up and without sleep since 
Friday last. 
He at once retired but 


Chas. Reynolds, the chief engineer of 
the Nathan Hale, said: 


"We left Norfolk. Va., Friday morn- 


ing. The barge Marion Chappell was 
first in tow, a. hawser extending from 
her to the Oaklands. We 
had flue 


weather until Friday noon when the 
snow and the wind came. It was so 
thick we could not see either of the 
barges. It blew fiercely until 
Friday 


night, when we made 
out Absecom 


light, oS the Jersey coast. 
However, 


we soon lost sight of the light in the 
blizzard. Saturday morning it was still 
blowing a gale and so heavy thjt we 
had to put the Nathan Hale's nose 
into the wind and run off shore. The 
waves swept the decks clear as high as 
the Nathan Hale's house. All Saturday 
and Sunday night the wind blew and 
the snow fell furiously About dayligh 
Sunday morning, however, we saw tha 
the Oaklands had gone.

time we did not even know that the 
barge had gone down and we had al 
we could do to keep afloat ourselves 
I myself was at the throttle for thirty 
hours.

Why enu- 
merate particular rights secured to the 
people ot tbe United States, it the in- 
habitants of Florida were entitled to 
them on the act of cession? If this 
reasosing was not correct, said Mr. Dal- 
zell, then it being impossible to gov- 
ern these possessions as the United 
States was governed, we must either 
have 
a constitutional 
amendment, 


abandon tbe Islands or let the Presi- 
dent govern them. The same limita- 
tion that applied to Congress applied 
to the President 
| Mr. Dalzell expressed opposition to 
free trade with Puerto Rico at this 
time. If we must have free trade with 
Puerto Rico, he said, we must with the 
Philippines. The people of these is- 
lands might plant immense areas of 
sugar and tobacco. The low wages 
paid would be a menace to the labor In 
this country. 


I Turning to the question of the con- 
sent of the governed-, Mr. Dalzell assert- 
ed that in a representative republic the 
right to govern did not depend on the 
consent of the governed. The methods 
of government prescribed by the prin- 
ciples of Anglican liberty as practiced 
in the United States would be grotesque 
in the Philippines islands, and would 
bring to their people no 
advantage.

Mr. Chilton (Texas) Inquired if the

BETTBK MILITARY SYSTEM.

The only immediate 
result under this provision would be 
the probable retirement of Gen Eagan. 
commissary general, now

suspension In the adjutant general and 
Inspector general's departments there 
will be no further appointments, but 
by detailing the next lower grade of the 
line for a tour of four years, officials 
say it will give a large number of ex- 
perienced staff officers to meet future 
requirements and the emergencies of 
actual srvice. These selections too are 
to be made on 
recommendations of 


boards of officers appointed to ascer- 
tain the records of fitness of officers 
for these details. 


The quartermaster and 
subsistence 


department, the ordnance 
and signal 


corps are also to be fllled in like man- 
ner. None of these provisions for de- 
tails in any way interfere with the ten- 
ure of officer now in the regular staff 
departments, or with their promotions 
as now provided by law. They will, 
however, serve one year in five with 
each branch of the line as th secretary 
of war may dsignate. 


The reorganization of the artillery, 


the only change proposed in the line 
of the army, is based on advance ideas 
that are largely in use in other coun- 
triesvand is called for by the present 
system of sea coast defenses. 


The office of post chaplain is abolish- 


ed and one provided for each regiment 
of the line- of the army, regular and 
volunter. The chaplain's rank and pay 
are made those of a captain mounted. 


The proposed increase of the artillery 


will be made by distribution of men 
from other arms of the service and will 
not Increase the strength of the ser- 
vice.

General Notes of Interest From Our 


Correspondent. 


Tha invention of glass has been pop- 


ularly ascribed fo the Phoenicians 
Ludwig Grote, however, in Fetilden's 


.gazlne, states that this is not the 


case. Mr. Grote points out that anoth 
er; hypothesis on the same subject is 
equally untenable — namely, "Plavius 
Josephus," who ascribes the discovery 
ofj glass to the Jews, as the result o: 
a jforest conflagration, when with th< 
assistance of sand in the soil, the glas: 
came into existence of its own accord. 


,"As the Phoenicians and the Jews 


were neighbors." proceeds the author, 


[there is very likely an element of 


truth in both traditions, inasmuch as 
both people exercised the art of fclass- 
making at an early age. If the Phoe- 
nicians were the first to carry the pro- 
ductions of glass into the world, by 
means of their traders, the Jews did the 
same to a greater and more lasting ex- 
tent. Among the latter there were no- 
ble tribes carrying on the making of 
glass. Most ot the glassworks at that 
time existed on the coasts of the Med- 
iterranean and throughout the whole 
ot the Middle Ages, up to the present 
time, one kind of glassblowing industry 
has been in the bands of the Jews, es- 
pecially in Palestine Itself. Many ex- 
pressions which were common in the 
glassworks at that time are still in use. 


j"But neither the Jews nor the Phoe- 


nicians can be looked upon as the 'in- 
ventors of glass. We fiind, for 
In- 


sta'nee, that the Persians, at the time 
it Alexander the Great, were also 
drinking out of glass vessels; that the 


ns were versed In the art of 


making glass, as we can prove by dis- 
coveries at Ninevah, and also that the 
art ot making glass and of imitatinig 
precious stones was known to the an- 
cient Indians. Of great importance 
with regard to the history of the man- 
ufacture of glass are also the ancient 
Egyptians. When one remembers the 
great industrial activity of these peo- 
ple It Is not surprising that with refer- 
ence to the making of glass more nu- 
merous traditions of It are recorded by 
them thaqyby any other people. Not 
only written but also figurative ^pre- 
sentations which are more than 4000 
years old have been handed down to our 
time. The wall reliefs In the groves' 
of Benl-Hassan represent the manufac- 
ture of glass objects; they represent, 
among others, two glass blowers at 
work. They are.; .working with the 
bjowlng pipe, which they have dipped 
Into a mass lying between them, and by 
means of which they blow put a rase. 
What extremely beautiful 'glass was 
manufactured even at that time is 
proved by a crystal glass which Is to 
be found In the Museum of the Louvre.

the craze for a flyer swept every other 
condition out of mmd, and with the 
certainty of a better market to come it 
seems fair and right to urge that steps 
be taken to arouse an interest in this 
inipoitant line of work. Various expe- 
dients have been tried but the one 
which will be most effective is a low 
service fee for good horses. 


The farmers of the State have mei 


with many difficulties during the pasi 
few years and to bind to a fee«t fifty 
dollars for service, has sent, *ind wil 
send, many an owner of a good mare t 
patronizing an inferior horse or preven 
breeding altogether. The demand is fo 
good stock and for this to be grown 
there must be good blood and quality in 
the sires, and if the service fees oE thesi 
seem to be prohibitiv, a bariier is fixec 
which is an injury to the stallion owne 
as well as the farmer. Last year horse 
held at a service fee of fifteen to twenty 
five dollars did a large business. Thi 
year it will be the same but the numbe 
ot these, worthy of patronage, is fa 
too small for the good of the industry 
Once get started and let the colts of th 
right class and type begin to multiply 
and the fees can be raised. Out of th 
necessities many a man has refused t 
incur the obligation of the larger fee 
and so not bred at all, and it looks a 
though concessions on the part of stal 
iiou owneis might be the readiest ant 
surest way to quicken breeding ani 
bring back the demand of formei year 
for choice sires. Surely it is a ste; 
v, orthy of consideration.
